MARKETING OF EGGS.

FREE STATE DEPARTMENT'S 


INSTRUCTIONS. 

The Free Siate Department of Lan.is 
and <Agriculiure has issued a statement 
in which it is pointed. out that 
lasi summer complaints were received 
from several cross-Chaunel associations 
of merchants and from individual firms of 
importers regarding the quality of Free State 
eggs. On being investigated it was found 
that the complaints were justified, and were 
die to the fact that eggs were being held 
with a view to obtaining higher prices, The 
result of this was that Free State eggs did 
not fetch the price which they would have 
fetched if they had been marketed in a fresh 
condition. 
This year, if the reputation of our. eggs is 
to be upheld during the period of rising 
prices, it is essential that the producer and 
merchant should co-operate so that eggs 
should reach the market as soon as possible. 
If producers hold their eggs the shipper 
will be able to export them only as ‘‘ trade,”’ 
or stale, and must, consequently, give a 
lower price than if the eggs were sold to 
him in a fresh condition. 
Producers should, therefore, carry out the 
following instructions carefully :— 
(1) Gather eggs from the nests at least 
three times a day during the summer. 
(2) Remove broody hens from the flock, as 
the keeping quality of eggs on which broody 
hens sit is seriously affected. 
(3) If the egg is soiled, remove the stain 
with a damp cloth, Do not rub the whole 
surface, and do not use any substance other 
than water for damping the clo’. 
(4) Keep eggs in a,cpol, dry place, away 
from strong smelling k immodities, such as 
oil, onions, ete. 
(5) Do not hold eggs TÉ the hope of obtain- 
ing higher prices. Such eggs are usually 
stale when exported, and seriously damage 
the reputation of Free State eggs and lessen 
the demand therefor. 
(6) In bringing eggs to market, do not 
pack them in hay. Use clean, dry straw. 
Wet. straw stains the eggs. Hay has a 
strong odour which gives the eggs a musty 
flavour. : 
'The reputation of Free State eggs and the 
demand for such eggs on the market. depend 
on the efforts of every individual producer. 
The latter are expected, therefore, te do their 
part to maintain and enhance the reputation 
whieh our eggs have gained on the market 
in recent times, and thus help one of the 
main industries of the country,

Meredith, and unless the Commission results 
in a codifying statutesof some magnitude the 
relations of landlords and tenants will remain 
as they are at present, a complex and 
abstruse branch of the law.

After Six Years. 


On the morning of July 11th, 1921, 
Kevin O’Higgins was a hunted rebel, 
about to be set free from the threat of 
arrest and trial by the Anglo-Irish truce. 
Yesterday morning, precisely six years 
afterwards, a session of the Three-Power 
Naval Conference at Geneva was adjourned 
as a token of respect for his memory, In 


those six years remarkable changes have 
taken place.

He sought to unite 
all Irishmen on a common platform oi 
practical patriotism, to guide their vision 
towards the future rather than the past, 
and to build up within the four shores 
of vur little island a polity which could 
command the enthusiastic allegiance of 
all creeds and classes. Already his policy, 
which been shared and advanced by 
his fellow-Ministers, has borne precious 
fruit. The flags of the Free State and the 
British Empire, flying side by side at 
half-mast over Trinity College, Dublin, 


hatred and misunderstanding the Irish 
and the English peoples have begun to 
recognise the blunders of the past and 
to respect each other’s qualities. Within 
the confines of the Free State men and 
women who formerly held themselves aloof 
from the mass of the people now are 
taking an active part in the national 
affairs.

The Flemings in Belgium. 
We received from Louvain a 
pamphlet which sets forth the Flemings’ 
“claim for autonomy’’ in Belgium. It is 
printed in languages—F lemish, 
English, and French—and its 
the five hundredth 
anniversary of the foundation of Louvain 
University. The existence of a Flemish 
movement for autonomy was brought ‘to 
the world’s notice at an early period of 
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before the court of public opinion. Its 
leaders received general promises of 
recognition for their claims in the post- 
settlement if Germany should be 
As an earnest of good inten- 
tions, the occupying Power gave immediate 
effect to one part of the Flemish leaders’ 
desire, and converted the University of 
(zhent into a wholly Flemish centre. This 
proposal, as the pamphlet states, for many 
years before the war had been ‘‘ the 
symbol of the struggle for the spiritual 
regeneration of the Flemish people.’’ The 
“‘Flamandisation’’ of Ghent University 
“for the first time allowed the Flemish 
youth to appreciate the value of university 
education in the national language, and 
its raising influence.” That arrangement 
lasted for two years. On the return of 
the Belgian Government to full control 
after the war the Flemish movement was 
forced to pay for its collusion with the 
enemy: it was set back to a point behind 
that which it might have reached by 
steady progress under normal conditions. 
The change made at Ghent was reversed, 
and to-day the movement, as a whole, is 
suspected and disliked by the majority in 
Belgium, which holds that for the sake of 
national prosperity the settlement of 1830 
must be maintained.. To the Flemings who 
do not favour .a Flemish autonomy 
the Flemish Nationalists apply the 
derogatory name of “ Fransquillons,’’ and 
the patriotic majority of Belgians is 
described in the pamphlet as the Walloons, 
“together with a handful of Flemish 
renegades and  Frenchified Brussels 
people.” Brussels, although a Flemish 
town, naturally supports the Government 
of which it is the seat. If the claim for 
autonomy were advanced by the whole of 
the Flemish element in Belgium, it might 
command the sympathy of other nations ; 
but this pamphlet will not carry to any 
wide circle of readers the conviction that 
the autonomist movement is other thaa a 
party agitation, such as must be expected 
in a country where the existence of a 
' doubie stock and a double language leaves 
abundant. occasions for jealousies and, no 
doubt, for incidental injustices: ~The 
pamphlet admits by inference that the 
movement does not command the support 
of the mass of Belgians of Flemish stock.

In 
the present season—for in England the 
weather has been less consistently bad than 
in Ireland—motorists have rejoiced to find 
strawberries, newly-picked, offered at 
1s. 8d. for a basket of over 21b. The 
wholesalers generally, however, are but 
little alarmed. One of them . remarked 
that, while the wayside marketer sells 
pounds, he in Covent Garden sold tons. 
A farmer who has fifty acres of land sends 


raspberries a day to Covent Garden. The 
quantity that he could sell on a little 
stall at week-ends would not - interfere 
appreciably with the bulk or price of his 
wholesale consignments. It would be ex- 
ceedingly mean in the wholesalers or 
retailers of the city to bind their suppliers 
in the countryside against the sale of fresh 
produce to travellers. One of the most 
charming pleasures of a rural drive would 
be removed at a stroké. The retailers’ 
complaint against the wayside market, 
however, lies not in the inconsiderable 
proportion of fruit or vegetables diverted 
from the shops. It lies in the exposure 
that is involved in the glaring contrast 
between prices in the fields and prices 
in the streets. When motorists return to 
the suburbs and tell how cheaply they 


bought the cargo of luscious greenery 
which they have brought home, their 


neighbours are set wondering at the profits 
of several hundred per cent. which are 
taken from the fruit of the soi] by the 
extortionate middleman.

Jerusalem Shaken. 


An earthquake is reported from the 
Near East, but its magnitude and the full 


measure of injury Caused as yet are 
unknown. A few minutes after three 
o'clock yesterday afternoon the earth 
quivered in Cairo for half a minute, 


causing widespread alarm, altheugh no 
damage is reported.. Simultaneously a 
shock which lasted only four seconds was 
felt in Jerusalem ahd the surrounding 
neighbourhood. Here, however, substantial 
damage was done. In the Holy City 
itself some ancient buildings—as yet not 
identitied—collapsed. The dome of the 
Holy Sepulchre “was cracked. There was 
loss of life and property in Olivet, 
Ramallah and other villages. In Jericho 
a hotel fell, burying three tourists. It 
may be that later news will tell of graver 
injuries in the region between Jerusalem 
and Cairo, but the tidings already received 
serve to remind us that monuments most 
precious to humanity are not immune 
from destruction under the rude gestures 
of Nature. What is known as the Holy 
Sepulchre is situated in the midst of the 
modern city. Its site, however, certainly 
was outside the walls in ancient times, 
and its identification with the burying 
place of Christ, although resting on no 
evidence save tradition, is in nq way 
ineredible. Other structures of con- 
spicuous importance and interest are the 
reputed Tomb of David—set in an isolated 
spot—the Coenaculum, .or traditional 
chamber of the Last Supper, and the 
famous “wailing place” of the Jews, 
which consists of massive masonry erected 
in the days of Herod. Jerusalem now is 
a modern city, with electric tramcars 
hurrying along ways that the Apostles 
trod; but there is no city in the world 
whose fabric is more venerable in the eyes 
of the races of mankind. i

TRADE DEPRESSION.

SIR H. PAGE-CROFT 
SAFEGUARDING. 
_“* Tt is intolerable that, whilst there is this 
depression in the Yorkshire textile trade, we 
should be importing woollen manufactures to 
the value of £15,000,000 in 1925 and 1926, 
which is nearly a 50 per cent. increase on 
that of 1913,” said Sir Henry Page-Croft, in 
a.speech at Kirklands, Baildon, Yorkshire, 
lf the Yorkshire textile trades were safe- 
guarded there would be no unemployment in 
this industry in the Bradford district, and he 
hoped that employers and trade unionists. 
would get together and demand protection 
in the industry. 
As to the steel trade, Sir Henry said that 
in the first five months of 1923 we imported 
560,000 tons of steel and iron manufactures. 
In the first five months of 1927 we imported 
no less than 2,237,000 tons, or, in other 
words, our imports had multiplied four times 
in five vears. 
Exports, on the other hand, for the first 
five months of 1927 had declined by 269,000 
tons. Here, again, it must be clear to the 
meanest intelligence that, if we safeguarded 
eur steel trade, we could find employment 
for nearly all our unemployed steel workers. 
In regard to the coal mining industry, Sir 
Henry pointed out that, to bring immediate 
relief, we must look to home consumption. 
When it was realised that we were becoming 
an importing more than an exporting country 
in iron and steel, it was clear how gravely 
the paiene. feecery was affected. There 
were over 200,000 miners out of work, and it 
took on the average five tons of coal to 
make one ton of steel, Our steel imports for 
the first five months of this year represented 
«ver 11,000,900 tons of foreign coal. By safe- 
guarding we ‘could employ virtually the 
whole of the unemployed in the three indus- 
tries referred to in Yorkshire.

SAVAGE ” AT THE 


METROPOLE. 
If the object of the producers of ‘‘ The 
Savage’ film, which is the principal feature 
of the programme at the Metropole Cinema, 
Dublin, this week, was to provoke merriment, 
they have succeeded admirably in their pur- 
pose.

The news of the murder of Mr. Kevin 
O'Higgins was received here with feelings 
of horror. This a Ministeí could be 
killed while on his way to Divine Service 
struck popular opimion as something 
terrible and almost. incredible. Expres- 
sions of sympathy with his widow and 
children were frequently uttered; and, 
though the late Minister was but little 
known here, the public was content to 
agree with the newspapers that his death 
was a blow to the irish Free State. It 
had been hoped here that Ireland had 
passed out of the stage of such cruel and 
useless crimes, and there was consider- 
able disappointment that such a tragedy 
should have occurred once again. . 

In Irish circles it is noted with satisfac- 
tion that Mr. de Valera condemhs the 


act on the part of his followers. Deep 
sympathy is expressed with the widow 
and. the Governor-General, who has 


suffered two heavy losses in a few days. 
It is a desire that there shall be a solemn 
Requiem here on the day of the funeral 
in freland, as many Irish people wish to 
pay a last tribute of respect to the late 
Minister. The news was received with the 
deepest regret at the office of the High 
Commissioner this morning, and the staff 
were greatly affected by the horror of the 
outrage. Mr. O'Higgins was personally 
known to the members of the Commission, 
and was in the place only a few days ago. 


in the Commons. 


In the Lobby of the House of Commons 
this afternoon strong feeling was ex- 
pressed on the crime, and members were 
most sympathetic with Mrs, O' Higgins 
and President Cosgrave. There was much 
surmise as to the effect that the less o! 
Mr. O'Higgins would have on the free 
State Government, and in connection with 
this the statement of Mr. Cosgrave was 
warmly commended. During his visit to 
London at the time of the Imperial Con 
ference Mr. O’Higgins came into touch 
with many well-known Parliamentarians, 
and made a marked impression upon 
them. 


Problems of Iraq. 


The religious riot which occurred yester- 
day near Baghdad is a queer commentary 
upon the condition of the Mandated State 
of Iraq, whose High Commissioner, Sir 
Henry Dobbs, is now on his way to 
England. Sir Henry will spend the first 
part of his leave in discussing with Mr. 
Amery certain important and pressing 
problems which affect the military, 
financial and political standing of Iraq. 
The progress of Iraq under British 
tutelage has been astoundingly rapid, but 
the country still contains reactionary— 
not to say, barbaric—elements, and it 1s 
a moot point whether the Arab Kingdom 
is fit for admission into the League of 
Nations next year—a demand recently 
urged by King Faisal and his Cabinet. 

Bound up with this demand is the 
question of the defence of Iraq. The 
present Baghdad Cabinet, eager to antic! 
pate that independence which would be 
implied by a complete evacuation of 
British military forces, is in favour of 
the adoption of conscription. Indeed, it 
has offered to resign unless its views are 
accepted. The British view, however, is 
that conscription is impracticable by 
reason of the tribal character of a large 
part of Iraq’s population, and this is one 
of the problems which Sir Henry will 
discuss with the Government. More mav 
be heard during the next few weeks of 
Traq's relations with Great Britain. Sir 
Henry Dobbs is an Irishman, and hails 
from Waterford. 


Cevion’s Constitution. 


The Earl of Donoughmore has accepted 
an invitation from the Government to act 
as Chairman of the Special Commission 
which is to hold an inquiry into the 
working of the Constitution in Ceylon. 
The acceptance was mentioned by the 
Dominions’ Secretary in the House of 
Commons this afternoon. 


The Mothers’ Union. 


Mrs, Hubert Barclay, who, ‘because of 
ill health, has had to resign the office of 
Central President of the Mothers’ Union, 
has addressed a letter to the members 
which they will read with regret, but with 
a certain amount of pride. She says that 
she has seen the Union greatly increase. 
and, with its members, oe experienced 
a fuller realisation of what it means to 
belong to a great fellowship. She rejoices 
that Mrs. Boustead has been elected to 
follow her; for in her the Mothers’ Union 
will have a truly good and wise leader. 
The Countess of Harrowby, in connection 
with the letter, points out that, under 
Mrs. Barclay, the Union has increased 
by a thousand branches and eichty-five 
thousand members. 


King Prempeh. 


Few people can have lively recollections 
of the Ashanti campaign which ended 
with the deposition of King Prempeh and 
his banishment to a lonely island. At 
the time the King was described—and 
quite justly so—as a bloodthirsty savage. 
A few years ago he was permitted to 
return to Kumasi, having become a 
Christian ; and now he has been restored 
to ‘his old dignity as paramount chief, 
though he is no longer an autocrat. The 
first action of Prempeh on his restoration 
was to attend a Thanksgiving Service in 
the English church, with a celebration of 
Holy Communion, when his nephew, a 
candidate for holy orders, was sub-deacon. 
A significant gift was made by Prempeh 
to the church. He had secured a copy of 
the famous golden stool—the Ashanti seat 
of power—with a. reproduction of the 
famous State umbrella, headed by the 
golden elephant. These he presented to 
the church—the umbrella to stand opened 
over the altar, and the stoo] to be used 
on the altar on creat occasions. 


Mixed Weather. 


London has passed through a remark- 
able day so far as climatic conditions are 
concerned. The morning was fine, bright 
and very hot, and summer clothes vere 
generally worn. In the early afternoon 
there was a change, and it became as dark 
as ‘night, so that artificial lights were in 
use everywhere. Then followed one of the 
worst storms that London has had for 
four years; the thunder and lightning 
.were terrible for nearly two hours. Little 
rain fell in the City, but in the outer 
| suburbs it was torrential, and flooded 
many places, including the Central 
London Tube Railway, while in places 
like Hammersmith and Tooting the roads 
were streams and all traffic was held up. 
In other districts hailstones of great size 
did considerable damage, and at Shepper- 
ton the hotel was struck by lightning, 
houses were flooded, and the square 
became a lake. The storms to-day were 
the price of the summer heat of Sunday, 
and London was in the path of two 
distinct disturbances—one in the South- 
East and the other in the South-West. 


The Price of Bacon. ' 


Competition in the retail provision 
trade, coupled with the heavy supplies 
of bacon now reaching London, will 
benefit the householder; ‘or prices -have 
been reduced by a halfpenny to - four- 
pence a pound. The largest reduction 
has been made in imported bacon of 
second quality, and -rish prime cuts, in 
company with English and Danish, only 
show a reduction of a penny or twopence 
a pound. The excess of supplies over 
demand may be accounted for to some 
extent by the smaller number of visitors 
at the seaside fesorts owing to the 
prevalence of unsuitable holiday weather.

LIMITING THE NUMBER

The Chamber of Deputies continued the 
debate on the Electoral Reform Bit to-day. 
The whole of this morning’s sitting was 
taken up with the discussion of an amend- 
ment to Article 2, moved by a Right Wing

—<Article 2 increases the number of deputies 
by nearly thirty.

STAFFORDSHIRE, 

North Staffordshive suffered heavily. Two 
hundred yards of cmbankment and a foot- 
bridge were washed away on the Stoke to 
Leek railway line, and the train service was 
suspended. Many houses were struck by 
lightning, many others were flooded, and the 
roads became impassable, There, too, the 
storm began with almost midnight darkness, 
and soon there came a downpour in the 
nature of a cloudburst. Farm buildings 
suffered from lightning. There was a recur- 
rence of the storm at night, which dasted for 
a considerable time. There was a good deal 
of forked lightning in East Surrey during 
the height of the storm, and heavy rain fell. 

AEROPLANE EDGED BY LIGHTNING. 

An aeroplane then passed over Caterham 
towards Croydon. Lightning was observed to 
flash down each side of it, but the plane bore 
itself well and safely. 

St. Lawrence’s Church tower in Reading 
was struck by. lightning, and the cross on the 
weather-vane was crumpled. .A thunderbolt 
hit one of the chimneys of the Crown Hotel, 
Shepperton, and the dédris fell through the 
rool.

Competitors at Bisley were startled. One, 
a Rhodesian, told the Press Association re- 
presentative that when he was at the 900 
yards firing point the sky was lashed by 
jagged flashes, and then a vivid streak came 
straight at them as they were lying on the 
ground. lt' struck the ground, and then 
came a burst of flame as the grass caught 
fire, but it was quickly put out by the rain. 

Local railway services at Birmingham were 
disorganised. A fall of embankment between 
Barnet Green and Longbridge, on-the London, 
Midland and Scottish Railway, blocked the 
lines, and the stranded passengers had to be 
taken to their destination by motor “buses. 

For several hours after the storm the low- 
lying districts of London were covered by a 
vast sea of steaming fog, which, seen from 
high ground, shone brilliantly in the sun- 
shine, and the loftier buildings showed above 
it like small islands.

Speaking at Boyle on Sunday, Mr. Sean 
Lemasa, T.D., referred to the action that 
being brought in the courts regarding the 
exclusion of the Fianna Fail deputies fr 
the Dail.

As regards 
the second, during the debate on the accept- 
anae of the Treaty in Dail Eireann, the key- 
note of every speech made on behalf of the 
Treaty was that 1t was a stepping-stone to 
freedom, that it gave them freedom to achieve 
freedom, and that when the interpretation of 
the Treaty came into question they would 
see that the Irish interpretation would always 
be given preference. 

To-day they saw these very men who in- 
duced the young men of Ireland to take that 
Treaty—who suppressed in blood any attempt 
to.'oppose it—act so that the only inter 
pretation that can be put on the Treaty was 
the one most favourable to England. If they 
were anxious to use the Treaty as a greater 
measure of freedom and give it an Irish in- 
terpretation, they should have given heed to 
the eminent legal opinion which said that 
was not illegal to admit Fianna Fail deputies 
to the Dail without taking the oath:

Republicanism in Ireland was a live grov 
ing force. It was the hope of Fianna Fail tc 
achieve a Republic along the lines of peaceful 
political agitation; but if that means was 
denied to them, the force, enthusiasm and 
energy behind Fianna Fail would seek an 
outlet on other lines than political action. 
He compared the situation to a steam engine 
with a boiler full of water and a fire under- 
neath it. It was necessary to have a safaty 
valve to allow the steam to escape. If they 
deliberately closed the safety valve, then there 
would be an explosion. If they closed down 
all avenues by which the voice of Re- 
publicanism could be heard, then inevitably 
there would be an explosion--in ten years or 
twenty years there would be another explosion 
in Ireland.

THE TREATY LOOPHOLE. 

Speaking at a Republican “no oath ' meet- 
ing in Dundalk on Sunday night, Mr, Frank 
Aiken, T.D., said that when they were refused 
admission te the Dail they stated that they 
were prepared to meet any Irish representa- 
tives anywhere, but they were not prepared 
to foreswear their national allegiance. They 
were not prevented from taking their seats 
directly by Englishmen, but by English tools, 
who four vears ago said they were going to 
uke the Treaty to bring independence to 
Ireland. He appealed to his hearers to sign 
the petition for the removal of the oath, 
hoping that by this means Fianna Fail mem- 
bers would be able to take their seats without 
waiting more than a few months. 
Mr. Sean McEntee said that the Labour 
Party had put up a sham opposition to Mr. 
Cosgrave, but they did not put forward an 
alternative. He asked the Irish people to 
take advantage of the loophole in the Treaty. 
In this way they would have in the Dail free- 
men, and not those who, were oath-bound to 
England.
